In order to make this community a 


better place to live in, we must declare 
war on the house fly at once. If we do 
not slip up on him and strike the first 
hard smashing blow, he is going to 
come at us in overwhelming numbers. ' 


How may we successfully fight the 


fly? By destroying or removing his 
breeding place, the manure pile, re- 
moving ail garbage and making the 
privy vault fly-proof, and by keeping 
our yards and alleys clean. We must 
screen our houses and use the swatter 
and sticky fly paper without let-up. 


Where is the fly born? In filth, gen- 


erally in horse manure and outhouses, 
sometimes in the flesh of dead and rot- 
ting animals—never in any elcan, 
wholesome place. 
The life cycle of 


the fly's birth runs about ten days 
from the time the egg is laid until the 
mature insect is born. 
A maggot is 


hatched from the egg. The maggot be- 
comes a pupa (a state corresponding 
to the tadpole state in frog life), and 
the pupa becomes the mature fly that 
helps to make life miserable for us in 
warm weather. 


Fliei Live in Filth. 


'Where does the fly live? 
Where 


there is filth, and there is nothing too 
filthy for the fly to eat. He eats clean 
food also, but his special delight seems 
to be wallowing in filth, then buzzing 
into the house and wiping his feet and 
wings on substances you are about to 
eat. 
Watch him and see for yourself. 


Think of the most sickening, dis- 


gusting places where you have seen 
flies. Think of thenl until your palate 
is light and the pit of your stomach 
ticklish. For 
if you 
think 
hard 


enough about this dangerous, nasty 
insect pest you will help fight his 
whole tribe with all your might. 


The fly's favorite place of residence 


ia in the manure pile, the privy-vault, 
the garbage can and the spittoon. But 
he is a restless 
insect and un- 
less he can 
w a n d er more 
or less 
freely 


he is unhappy. 
So when the fly 
t i r e a of tbo 
m a n u r e pile, 
the privy-vault, 
the g a r b a g e 
can and the 
spittoon he makes an excursion Into 
the kitchen, dining room and bedrooms 
of the nearest residence. 


He Breed* Diatase. 


What docs he do in these places of 


exploration? 
He wipes his feet on the 


food, bathes In the milk, or drowns in 
it, and annoy« the sleepers. If there 
is * sick person around, a consump- 
tive /or instance, he alights on the 
patient's lips or invades hi* sputum 
cup and takes on a load of deadly 
germs.

food, on the baby's lips or on your om-n 
if you are not very careful lo ahoo 
him away.

If you must have a slop barrel on the 


premises, keep it carefully screened, 
'else it may spread disease. 
If you 


have a garbage can at the kitchen 
door, keep the can covered. Burn all 
garbage if you can do so practically. 
Otherwise drain it and wrap it in pa- 
per before putting it in tj|e can.

OCEAN LEVELS. 


Aea*«n« Why th« S*a I* Migh«i> In 


Sam* Place* Than In Other*. 


Tlie level of the Pacific as :i whole 


is not higher tliun that of the At- 
lantic, but there are parts of each 
ocean which nre higher, measured 
from the earth's renter, than other 
parts of cither the lame ocean or 
other oceans. But very little is ac- 
curately known about these differ- 
ences of sra level. Some of them 
are temporary or \uriable, mid these 
are due to tides, winds and ocean 
currents heaping up the water in 
certain localities or at certain times. 


Other differences of level are per- 


manent, being caused by the attrac- 
tion of umisuullv dense portions of 
the earth's crust or by massive 
mountains lying close to the sen 
border 
I'or instance, the geologi- 


cal survey of India disclosed the 
fact that the sea level ut the nio.uth 
of the Indus river is 300 feet higher 
or farther from the earth's center 
of gravity than it is around the is- 
land of Ceylon, und this difference 
is ascribed to tiic attraction of the 
mighty mam of rock that culmi- 
nates in the Himalaya mountains. 


This draws the sea surface into a 


rising'slope. But it does not affect 
navigation. Ships do not eeem to 
be going up hill when they sail from 
Ceylon to the northwestern corner 
of India, because they eiperience 
the same effects from the attraction 
of the mountain tnasa that the wa- 
ter fecl». 


In the barometric determination 


of heights a mean or average sea 
lerel is assumed from which to 
moasurc, but the actual level often 
differs considerably from this calcu- 
lated mean. It follows that the; 
Icrel of the oceans it not every- 
where a uniform spherical or oblate 
spheroidal surface, but that it is, «o 
to speak, (nil of humps and hollo**, 
although these are infinitesimal in 
comparison with the size of the 
earth.
